My dear Sir: 

Some time ago you were good enough to say that if I would 
write you about the middle of April epactesiee what we particularly 
want from Alaska in the way of bear skulls and so on, you would keep 
a lookout for the same during the coming season and might secure a 
few specimens for us.// Availing myself of this opportunity I beg to 
say that we are ant are anxious to secure skulls of the large 
brown bears from all parts of Alaska,begining as far south as the 
British Columbia boundary and extending as far north as the brown 
bears occur. We have not been able to get a skull from Admiralty Is- 
jand and have seen but one from this part of Alaska. It is very pe- 
culiar but we do not know exactly where it was killed. If possible 
we are anxious to get more than one specimen from a Single locality 
in order to determine the limits of individual variation, which is 
very considerable in the bears. We have several skulls from Kadiac 
peer Ot: only one from the Alaska Peninsula. We should be elad to 
have skulls from the interior as well as from the immediate coast. 

If you sicula succeed in obtaining any skulls for us will you be sood 
enough to take the trouble to attach a tag to each one,marked with 
the locality and also the sex of the bear,if it is known. We should 


be glad of Polar Bear skulls also, in fact skulls of any mammals,

though just at present we are particularly anxious to get material 
that will throw light on the brown bear problem. 
In order to cover incidental expenses we can allow an average 


of $3.00 per bear skull and more in exceptional cases. 


If Captain Healy will, magnanimas enough to forget the seeming 
indifference of sovernment naturalists in the past toward his of- 
fers of assistance I am sure he can do more for us than any one 
else. Please present my compliments to him.

Dear Doctor:- 

I left Washington last night. The House Commit- 
tee considered our bill again yesterday morning and while two or 
three members seemed, by their questions, to not be satisfied, 
yet I think the report will be practicably in favor of it. 

I had a long talk with Baker of New Hampshire and he finally told 
me he thought he should oppose the measure. A letter was read 
to the committee from Major Powell in reply to one from Col. 
Hatch. It was a very conservative, and I consider a good 
letter, in which he spoxe of the advantages of Alaska in the 


matter of agriculture. Baker thought he would be in favor of 
a reduced appropriation and asked why it couldn't be placed in 
charge of Prof. Powell's department. I told him and others 


that I thought it would be much better it it was not placed in 
the hands of a scientific department. That what we wanted was 
to have good practical men take the matter in hand. 

I expect to return to Washington in a week or so and 
remain there some days. Col. Hatch told me he thought they 
would report it to-dayand when I get back I'll see if it can't 
be heard through the house and try to do some work on the senate 
Side. 

Have written Foster and Company and asked them to write 
me as soon as possible what arrangements you had made for 
transportation of goods and people North. If I make the trip 
that the Department want me to, I may conclude to send the two 
families North by ship and taking three of the men with me by 
the way of Chilkat. If I conclude to do this, and you charter 
a ship, can I make arrangements for the transportation of four 
erown persons and three children?
